‘'Bhipbuilding company will be found the veri- 
fication of nearly every charge that has been 
brought against trust formation and man- 
agement. Overcapitalization, overestimated 
earnings, and loss in market values become 
almost incidental features in its case. 

One part of the management is now in the 
courts accusing another of fraud, and at- 
tempts to wreck the corporation. The name 
of this country’s most noted financier has 

been brought into disagreeable notoriety, and 
the market in New York for all industrial se- 
curities has been hurt by the disclosures be- 
ing made under oath. The Trust Company of 
the Republic was all but wrecked through 
efforts to support the underwriting syndicate, 
and $71,000,000 of capital was voted by a 
board of dummy directors. 


How the Trust Was Formed. 


The United States Shipbuilding company 
was incorporated in June, 1902, and fully 
- organized Aug. 11, 1902. It wasa species of 
left over proposition from the previous year, 
when a Wall street firm undertook to pro- 
mote a shipbuilding combination but failed 
because of the panic in stocks in May, 1901.

Three Firms Singled Out. . 

The strikers singled out three firms as 
the ones to suffer from their wild tactics. 
These three—S. D. Childs & Co., the Jefferson 
Theater Program company, and R. R. Don- 
nelley & Sons—have refused to deal with 
the Franklin union No. 4 of press feeders. 
They have filled their plants with nonunion 
men and women and have protected them 
with an injunction granted by Judge Hold- 
om. 

There have been desultory assaults in 
“printing town” since the strike started 
three weeks ago. Nine men have been ar- 
rested for participating In them but six 
were released on Tuesday by Judge Holdom 
on the grounds that the evidence was not 
sufficient to warrant punishment. His ac- 
tion was the cause of a celebration Tues- 
day night which ended in yesterday's series 
of riots. 

The most severe case that came to light 
was that of Miss Trombly, who lives at 257 
Hermitage avenue. She was employed by 
8. D. Childs & Co., 140 Monroe street, on 
Oct. 18 to handie a cylinder press. She 
acted as a leader for the nonunion employés 
of the firm and soon was singled out by the 


the street and threatened, Last 
night she was struck on the head hen 
about to take a Van Buren street car at the 
corner of Clark street. Her experience did 
not deter her from continuing at work. 


Girl’s Story of Atteck. 

The story of the subsequent attack on her 
last Tuesday night was told by the girl yes- 
terday, as she lay bruised at her home. 

“I had gone home a bit late and was feel- 
ing happy at approaching the house,’’ she 
said. “I reached the basement door and 
had my hand on the knob when two men, 
who had been hiding under the front stairs, 
jumped out and struck me a blow on the 
head. I fell senseless, and, as I found later, 
the wound bled considerably. 

“I lay unconscious for a long time, and 
finally was carried into the house by my 
brother-in-law and my sister. When the doc- 
tor came he said the blow had shockea my 
spinal column, and that I was so badly 
shaken up he could not determine the full 
extent of my injuries,’ 

Young Woman Is Threatened. 

Another of the ‘* education committees ” 
of the strikers ugdertook to teach Minnie 
Wood, an employé of the Childs company, 
the danger of taking a position during indus- 
trial strife. The men were more moderate 
than those who acted in the Trombly case. 
They met Miss Wood near the Madison 
street station of the elevated lop and 
stopped her, 

“We will give you one piece of advice,” 
said the leader. ‘‘ You had better quit that 
job of yours or you will catch it.” 


Looking for Victim Again. 


While some of the strikers were busy with 
the nonunion women, a gang of them parad- 
ed up and down before the plant ef the Jef- 
ferson Theater Program company, 175 Mon- 
roe street. On Tuesday they had surround- 
ed an employé of the firm, William Wester- 
house, and had beaten him. They were look- 
ing for him again yesterday and two of them 
climbed up the fire escape to see if he was 
at work. 

While the men were looking through the 
window several policemen approached. The 
strikers saw them and tried to climb on the 
roof. When they found they could not reach 
it they went down the ladder and dropped 
into the arms of the patrolmen. They gave 


their names as Joseph Conway and John Har- 


berg. 

Westerhouse confronted the men when 
they appeared before Justice Caverly and 
asserted that they were in the crowd that 
assaulted him. One of them is believed to be 
Walter Klinger, said to have been beating 
nonunionists at every opportunity 

7 Gangs of Strikers Riot. 

While the police were busy at the Childs 
and Jefferson plants several gangs of strikers 
were rioting near the establishment of R. R.

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LITTLE GIRL MEETS DEATH 


Two More Men Are Injured in La Salle 
 §$treet Tunnel. 


Three more victims—this.time a.7.year 
old girl lost-her life and two more men were 
injured in the La Salle street tunnel—werée 
added yesterday to the recent ‘long list of 
dead or injured under the wheels of Union 
Traction company cars or in the wrecked 
cars themselves, 

Only the day before a number of persons 
were injured when one of the dilapidated 
cable trains on the West Madison street line 
ran into a manhole cover, and Monday even- 
ing an accident to a cable train in North 
Clark street caused injury to a score or more 
of persons. 

That the condition of the Union Traction 
company’s rolling stock is conducive of ac- 
cidents is not denied even by the officials of 
the company. With better brakes in one 
case and more adequate seating accommoda- 
tions in the other two, it is regarded as prob- 
able that yesterday’s accidents would not 


have occurred. 
The Dead. 


ANDERSON, 7 years old, 1061 West Chi-

The Injured. 
Hauschild, Frank, 26 years old, 732 Sedgwick 
street, fell from running board of Clark street 
cable car in La Galle street tunnel; severely 
bruised, left leg fractured, and internally in- 
jured; taken to Samaritan hospital. 
Traedel, Frank, 906 North Park avenue; fell from 
running board of crowded Linco!tn avenue cable 
train eas it was entering the La Salle street tun-.

Killed Going for Candy. 
The Anderson girl, who was run over in 
West Chicago avenue, had left her home a 
few doors away and was on the way to a 


.nearby candy store when struck by the car. 


The motorman, Andrew Swanson, declares 
that he saw the child stop in the middle of 
the track and that he rang the gong, at the 
same time applying the brakes. Apparently 
the child became confused, as she failed to 
escape from the track and the car struck 
her before the brakes checked its speed. The 
child’s body was dragged for several yards 
and it was half an hour before a wrecking 
crew could extricate it from under the car. 

Persons who witnessed the accident were 
of the opinion that the brakes were faulty 
and that the motorman did all in his power 
to save the child. 


Two Hurt in Tunnel. 

The two accidents in the La Salle street 
tunnel were almost identical. In each case 
the victim lost his balance while standing 
on the running board of a crowded car, be- 
ing crushed between the cable train and the 
wall of the tunnel and then thrown to the 
floor of the tunnel. : 

The cable trains were stopped and passen- 
gers rushed out to care for the injured men. 
At first it was thought that Hauschild would 
die before he could be taken to the hospital,

FIGHTING, IN THE STREETS. 


Special Trains Hurry Soldiers to Aid in 
Putting Down Revolt. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
MADRID, @ct. 28.—The rioting at Bilbao 
has. become a social revolution. That city 
is practically at the mercy of the socialists 
and anarchists. The 5,000 troops in the city 
are unable to cope with the situation and 
, thousands of soldiers from the garrisons at 
Madrid and other cities are being rushed to 
the scene by special trains. 

The strikers yesterday and last night bar- 


market places, attacked Jesuit convents and 
schools, threatened the banks, public build- 
ings, and factories. / 


Many Killed and Wounded. 

At daylight this morning the troops cap- 
tured the barricades at the point of the 
bayonet in the face of furious volleys of 
shot and stone. It is known that five strikers 
were killed in the assault and that scores 
were wounded. Many soldiers were removed 
to the hospitals after the fight. . 

The cavairy then cleared the main streets 
after several hours of hard fighting in which 


Then the troops occupied all the banks, pub- 
lic buildings, factories, and markets, and 
especially the Jesuit and other religious 
houses, which the rioters seem determined 
to attack. 

All work in Bilbao is at a standstill. Shops, 
theaters, cafés, and public buildings are 
closed. The principal railways are under 
the protection of the troops. Trains con- 
tinue to run through with extreme caution. 
All other traffic in and outside Bilbao has 
been stopped. 

Troops Are Exhausted. 

The troops are exhausted by the constant 
alarms, and the necessity of detailing patrols 
to guard factories and convents, against 
which the fury of the mob seems to be equally 
divided. Fears are entertained that the riot- 


before reinforcements arrive. 

The ranks of the thousands of striking 
mine and factory workers are hourly being 
swelled by the arrival of other thousands 
from surrounding towns and country. The 
mob seems to have little fear of the soldiers, 
the latter necessarily being scattered all over 
the city in small detachments.

Foreigners Demand Protection. 

The British and other foreign consuls, fear-

‘Report That Head GF ‘Salvation 


Army and Wife Fatally Hurt 


IN WRECK ON SANTA FE. 


Several Other Persons. Injured, In- 
* eluding Colonel in the Army. 


Marceline, Mo., Oct. 29, 3 a. m.—[Special,]— 
Commander Booth Tucker is reported fatally 
injured and his wife, Mrs. Booth Tucker, :is 
said to have been killed in the wreck of the 
Santa Fé special passenger train which was 
wrecked last night at Dean Lake, between 
Bosworth and this city. } 

A relief train was sent out from here to the 
scene of the wreck, but has not yet reached 


that point. 

Commander Booth Tucker, it is said, was 
dying when the relief train left Dean Lake, | 
and his wife, it is asserted, died half an hour 
after the wreck. They were the only people 
in one car. 

The wreck occurred at the Big Steel water 
tank and the train struck the structure with 
such force as to move it five feet from its 
foundation and throw five cars from the 


track.

GROWING IN CANADA. 


Halifax Newspaper Declares Time Has 
Come for Dominion to Leave the 
British Empire.

Council Committee Fires First 


Big Gun and the Grand 
Jury Will Take Up 
Charges. 


MAYOR IS QUICK.TO ACT. 


Revokes the Licenses of Two Re- 
sorts and Orders the Trans- 
fer of Five Patrol- 

men. 


Conspiracy indictments will come out of 
the inquiry of the city council graft commit- 
tee into conditions in the levee. 

The committee has unearthed a system of 
levy so boldly operated that protective 
“licenses” have been issued to the deni 
zens of different districts. : 

The men behind the system have used 
amenable policemen to terrorize the women 
into coming forward with their tribute. On 
refusal the women have been hounded and 
raided. 

The committee has laid its information be- 
fore State’s Attorney Deneen, and he has 
become an active ally In the further tnquiry. 


Charges Made; Saloons Closed. 

As a preliminary to this tremendous ex- 
Plosion the committee yesterday 
one heavily loaded gun. : 

It brought down two levee professional 
bondsmen and saloonkeepers, William Piper, 
2050 State street, and William Lewis, 2084 
Armour avenue, both of whom instantly were 
deprived of their licenses by Mayor Harrison 
himself on the charge that they had collected 
toll from the women of the districts adjoin- 
Justices Caverly and Prindiville were im- 
structed by the mayor to refuse to accept 
the men as bondsmen in any case. 


Five Policemen Under Fire. 


Scattering shots from the same weapon 
also struck five patrolmen, who were ordered 
transferred immediately from the Twenty- 
second street and the Cottage Grove stations.

In conjunction with Attorney Brode B. 
Davis Mr. Olson examined the only witness 
of the afternoon, a negress from the vicinity 
of Armour avenue and Twentieth street. 
The woman's statements laid the foundation 
for one of the indictments to be askedvwunder 
the head of conspiracy. | 

The grand jury may take up the case to- 
day. A subpoena was sent out last evening 
for a witness who failed to appear before thé 
committee, and whose testimony was deemed 
esseritial. If he is found the evidence in one 
case will be ready for presentation. 

Chairman Herrmann of the investigating 
committee did not hesitate last night toadmit 
that the inquiry had disclosed such corrup- 
tion as to astound the committee. 

‘* The evidence now in the possession of the 
committee,” he sald, “ shows a condition of 
a serious nature—far more serious than any 
of the members had any idea of. It is a con-

ence,” the mayor said, after he came out of 


he room, “any recommendation that ft, 


makes to me shall be acted upon. I am be- 
hind the work being done by this commit- 
tee, and I shall give every aid in my power.” 

Proof of his attitude was afforded by the 
dispatch with which he revoked the licenses 
of Piper and Lewis, a8 soon as the commit- 
tee recommendations reached him. His see- 
retary had gone—it was nearly 6 o’clock— 
and he wrote out the revocations with his own

' It was a keen disappointment of President 
J. H. Moore of the horse show last night 
when his smashing pair of brougham horses, 
Lord Roberts and Lord Russell, were. defeat- 
ed \in the contest for the Studebaker chal- 
lenge cup by Arthur Meeker’s Gay Lor 
Quex and Foxy Quiller. | 

Mr. Moore won this trophy, a $500 cup, last 
year with Bugler and Disturbance, and, as 
the conditions governing contests for the 
event require that it shall be won two years 
by the same owner to become his property, 
there was an added incentive to his efforts 
last night. The pair he sent into the ring 
were, in the estimation of nearly all horse- 
men except the judges, more than a shade 
better than the Meeker horses, having bet-

Woodend, in the opinion of many, had the 
best appointed rig in the ring, the appoint- 
ments being in advance of anything previous- 
ly seen here. The doctor is the soul of fair- 
ness and good nature—which cannot be truth- 
fully said of all exhibiters—and, while he was 
disappointed at being placed third to the 
Meeker and Moore entries, he had no com- 
plaint to make. : 

“The judges made their» own standard,” 
said the doctor, “and I have no doubt the 
pairs that were placed over mine conformed 
the most closely to that standard. Possibly 
they may have argued that my horses, Paul 
and Snap Shot, are too small for a brougham, 
but as a matter of fact they arein perfect 
accord with my brougham and my men. I 
brought my small brougham here, my small 
horses to go with it, and my small men to 
complete the turnout. That brougham, as 
you will see by looking at it, is a perfect 
type of its kind. It is intended primarily 
for the use of a woman, is smaller than the

Delegates Who Come to Attend Con-

“ Anything to beat D. M. Parry and take 
him out of the industrial limelight!” 

With this slogan New York employers came 
to Chicago yesterday prepared te demand 
that the National Employers’ association, 
which is to be formed in Kimball hall today, 
turn down Parry and elect as its first presi-- 
dent some man of greater conservatism.

No one mentioned his name in 
the preliminary meetings, which were held 
at the Annex, but they fought over his plans 
for running the association, the system of 
representation, and Whether or not control 
should be in the hands of a few men.

session. The anti-Parry faction wanted 
control to rest with a committee of fifteen 
and demanded that this body have the power 
of electing the officers.

Marshall Cushing of New York struck the 
first blow at Parry and his following by sug- 
gesting the general committee of fifteen. 
This met with protests when the Parry men 
found that the suggestion was designed to 
defeat their candidate. No definite action 
was taken, and the fight will probably go to 
the convention, which, according to Parry’s 
friends, will be controlled by him. 

“Parry is the only man who can take hold 
of this association and make it a success,” 
said one of his friends. ‘‘ Mr. Parry believes 
that labor should be compelled to take its 
rightful place under the law, and if he is not 
elected there will be two employers’ asso- 
clations in this country.”

CANNERS VOTE TO STRIKE. 


One Thousand More Men in the Stock- 
yards to Quit Work This 
Morning. 


Because of the refusal of the packers at the 
Union stockyards to grant their demands 
for a wage increase of 25 cents a day, the 
1,000 canning department men voted at a 
meeting last night to go on a strike at 6 
o’clock this morning. 

The action of the canning men complicates 
the situation, for 1,400 sausage makers are 
now striking and employés in several other 
lines of industry are contemplating a strike.

CASE OF MURDER, NOT DRUNK. 


Highwaymen Believed to Have Caused 
Death of Maurice Foley, Found 
Unconscious. 


A highwayman is believed to have caused 
the death in the county hospital yesterday of 
Maurice Foley, 36 Elburn avenue. The man 
died, it is said, as the result of a fracture 
of the skull received in a fight with a holdup 
man early last Sunday morning.

- “The report will not be made pyblic at } 
present,” said Secretary Hitchcock, “as that 
would defeat the ends of justice. As bad as 
the situation is, it Jhas been grossly exag- 
gerated.

' amount to $15,000,000 or to $18,000,000, or any- 
thing like that sum. A million acres would 
be a large estimate of fraudulently eptered 
' Jands, and the government price for lands 
_ ranges from $1.25 to $2.50 per acre.”’ 
Senators Mitchell and‘ Fulton of Oregon 
‘had a conference with the secretary of the 
- Interior and said they wanted the guilty per- 
sons punished. ‘It is true that Senator 
Mitchell and myself were political backers 
of Asa B. Thompson, who was dismissed on 
account of the land frauds,’ said Senator 
Fulton. “ But that makes no difference. I 
had an inkling of affairs while in Oregon, and 
have had a talk with the district attorney 
there. 

“ As far as Thompson is concerned; he will 
now have to..fight his own way. If he is 
guilty my colleague and I want him sent to 
the penitentiary, and we told Secretary 
Hiitchcock so.

Walsh of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust company made a public state- 
ment tonight, which was in all essential 
points duplicated by the other officials. 


Trouble Is All Ended. 
President Walsh said: “ The situation is 
thoroughly in hand, the excitement has sub- 
sided, and from this on we expect business 
will be conducted in the usual orderly man- 
ner. 

Officers of all the trust companies state that 
voluntary offers of help were received from 
financial institutions in New York, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, New Orleans, Kansas City, 
Boston, and many of the smaller towns of 
Missouri and Illinois, but all were declined for 
the reason that they had sufficient cash with 
which to handle their business. 

Expressions of confidence and offers of aid 
on the part of the nationgl banks, financial 
“ind other institutions of St. Louis also helped 


“to straighten the situation, and restore con- 


fidence. 
The day’s transfer of money from New 


York to the St. Louis subtreasury was $2,100,- 
000, which breaks all records for a single 
day’s business. 

Long before the hour of opening lines of 
depositors stretched away from the closed 
doors of the Mississippi Valley Trust com- 
pany, the Lincoln Trust company, the Mer- 
eantile Trust company, and the Missourt 
Trust company. 

Small crowds were assembled before the 
doors of some of the other savings institu- 
tions. Most of those in line were working 
people and many of them women, whose 
savings were not heavy. 

Few Able to Secure Money. 

Owing to the action taken lasf night by the 
officials of the eight trust companies doing 
business in St. Louis requiring thirty and 
sixty day notices of intention to withdraw 
funds few depositors were able to get any 


their intention of withdrawing their deposits. 
The trust companies also decided not to pay 
certificates of deposit before maturity. 

The greatest crush was before the doors of 
the Mercantile Trust company at Eighth and 
Locust streets. The crowd surged in with a 
force that swept aside the lines of police and 
bank employés formed to preserve a regular 
line to the windows of the paying tellers of 
the time and open accounts. 

Women, who, as on Tuesday, constitut@® 
a large percentage of the crowd, . were 
crushed in the jam, and in the struggle their 

dresses were torn and their hats knocked 
off. In several lnstances fights were nar- 
rowly averted. 

Many large ssercantits announced 
to their employés that the firms would cash 
any checks on the trust companies.

“Prince Galitein was drt with his wife 
when the three men attackéd him. One of 


the natives stabbed him, while the other two 
tried to drag him from the carriage. 

The single Cossack guard who accom- 
panied the prince threw himself upon the 
prince’s assailants and a struggle followed, 
during which the governor's carriage drove 
away. 

More Cossack guards hurried to the scene 
and gave chase to the assassins, firing con- 
tinually. They killed one man and wounded 
the others so seriously that they died soon 
afterwards. 

The prince was wounded twice in the head 
and once in‘the hand, His escape from seri- 
cus injury was due to the thickness of his 
cap Later in the evening he was able to at- 
tend a public reception. 

No Clew to London ‘Assassitt. 

LONDON, Oct. 28.—The police today raided 
several revolutionary clubs, but obtained no 
clew to thé assassin who last Monday evening 
shot at and killed Sagatel Sagouni, president 
of the Armenian Revolutionary society in 
London.

fuse to accept the Austro-Russian reforms 

Count Lamisdorff, while expressing the 
ozar’s satisfaction with the improved rela- 
tions between France, England, and Italy, 
seeks to know the full obligations under- 
taken by France. It is known that during 
the last few months France, on the quiet, has 
abandoned her attitude towards Russia and - 
the St. Petersburg government now has 
taken serious alarm 

It is denied that Count Lamsdorff’s tee, 
is connected with the far eastern question 
and it is affirmed by a high Russian author- 
ity that the most critical point in the Russo- 
Japanese negotiations was successfully 
passed days ago when for a brief time war 
seemed to be only a question of hours. 


France to Aid in Macedonia. 

As a result of the conference today be- 
tween Count Lamsdorff and M. Delcasse, 
France will join with Russia and Austria in 
enforcing the new program of reforms in 
Macedonia. The reform scheme places the ad- 
ministration of the government of Mace- 
donia in the hands of an Austro-Russian 
commission. France has been anxious to be 
represented on this commission, but Russia 
has objected. At today’s conference Rus- 
sia’s objections were withdrawn and France 
will share in the task of restoring order in 
the Balkans. 

Count Lamsdorff arrived here with a nu- 
merous suite this morning and the greater 
part of the day was taken up with visits 
of courtesy. In the afternoon President 
Loubet received Count Lamsdorff, who pre- 
sented the president of the French republic 
with an autograph letter from the czar. 
The conference at the Elysée was excep- 
tionally long, lasting one hour and ten min- 
utes. 


Gives Credit to Roosevelt. 

Baron d’ Estournelles de Constant addressed 
the arbitration group of the chamber of depu- 
ties today on the results of the arbitration 
movement. He said Denmark was now seek- 
ing arbitration without limitations and 
France probably would concede Denmark’s 
wishes. Treaties would soon be signed be- 
tween Denmark and Norway and Sweden. ; 


In the course of his remarks the baron gave’ 


the United States credit for initiating the 
movement, saying it was largely the out- 
growth of President Roosevelt's insistent 
support of The Hague tribunal. 


DOCTOR REGRETS CRIMINALS 


ARE NOT GIVEN TO SCIENCE. 


Public Health Association Told the Good 


That Could Be Done by Testing Theo- 
ries Upon Men Condemned to Death. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 28.—The American 
Public Health association today further con- 
sidered the subject of infection of human 
beings with animal tuberculosis. Dr. Masyck 
P. Ravenel of Philadelphia regretted the dis- 
inclination of federal and state authorities to 
permit criminals condemned to death to be 
inoculated with the tubercule germ in the in- 
terests of science. 

He said he was sure that a man condemned 
to death would most willingly take his 
chances of contracting tuberculosis as 
against electrocution or hanging. 

The committee on garbage reported through 
Rudolph Hering, C. E., of New York. Vari- 
ous methods of collecting garbage and ashes 
in the several cities were discussed and the 
recommendation made that each city should 
study the question as related to its own spe- 
celal conditions. 

Purification of the Water Supply’ formed 
the subject of a paper by Marshall Layton 


of the Geological Survey. 

A number of highly technical papers on the 
subject of yellow fever occupied the balance 
of the afternoon. The report of the commit- 
tee on the etiology of yellow fever was pre- 
sented by Dr. John W. Ross, United States 
navy. It showed that the paramount prob- 
lem in dealing with yellow fever is its con- 


veyance by the mosquito.

Byron L. Smith Says the Banks Are in 
Sound Condition Because of KRefus- 
ing Promotion Propositions— 
Werld’s Fair Experience Taught 

_ Caution—Barnings of Pressed Steel 
Car Company Show Large Decrease, 
but Dividends Are Declared.

“Chicago banks have not taken under- 
writings or. carried syndicates. I can speak 
positively for ourselves, -and I believe that 
I can speak with equal positiveness concern- 
ing other banks of this city.” 

The foregoing statement was made yester- 
day by Byron L. Smith, president of the 
Northern Trust company, in response to an 
inquiry. 

Mr. Smith is competent to speak for Chi- 
cago institutions in. this particular, since 
his and other banks have been approached 
with offers of underwritings. It is because 
of adheretice to the policy of refusal to make 
investments other than for the interest re- 
turn that the local banks now find them- 
selves singled out as forming the soundest 
financial community In the country. 

A Chicago banker yesterday, in discussing 
the situation, said substantially: 


not been cohnected with any underwriting 
syndicates. 
Propositions that Chicago banks have re- 
fused to handle have proved large money 
makers to the underwriters, and, knowing 
this, it has been difficult to refuse a subse- 
quent proposition of equal attractiveness. 
But it has been- done. 

“It may be that our experience here at 
the time of the world’s fair caused the 
banks since that time to be cautious.”’ 

Wall street financial papers are beginning 
to dwell on the fact of the soundness of the 
Chicago situation. Not enly Wall street is 
ready to praise conditions here but recently 
a German banker was quoted as saying that 
Chicago banks and bankers were highly 
thought of in Berlin. While the situation 
is not new here, still it is regarded as worthy 
of international note that the banks of this 
city should have avoided all the tempta- 
tions to swell their profits through under- 
writing projects, while banks In other large 
cities were led into enterprises which are 
now causing them not only less of profits but 
loss of public confidence and prestige. 


Trouble in Other Cities. 


It is well enough, understood in Chicago 
that the trouble with St. Louis and Baltimore 
institutions has been due to syndicate op- 
erations. It is not believed here that the 
St. Louis institution which seems to be in 
the most trouble is insolvent, and it is 
thought the banks there should stand to- 
gether. But the exact right of a trust com- 
pany to take the money of depositors and 
invest it in what must be a more or less 
speculative venture isquestioned. The trust 
company régime in St. Louis is comparative- 
ly new, and that one of the institutions ther 
should have been caught in an underwriting 
tangle is one of the faults of judgment and 
desire for profits that has been found in other 
centers. Pittsburg and Baltimore have had 
a similar experience, and New York had the 
practical failure of the Trust Company of 
the Republic in connection with floating the 
United States Shipbuilding company. 

It is deemed not improbable that the events 
now happening may lead to a slowing up of 
business and a lessened demand for money.

“The use of Christmas greens, harvest 


such as draperies, scenery, and cotton to 
represent snow, espécially in connection with 
electric and other lighting systems, decidedly 
increases the hazard, it being impossible that 
displays of that nature can be perfectly safe. 
One of the conditions of an insurance policy 
is that ‘the entire policy, unless otherwise 
provided by agreement indorsed hereon or 
added hereto, shall be void if the hazard be 
increased by any means within the control 
or knowledge of the insured.’

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Abolition of Ten Cent Slot Machines 


- Aso Will Be Asked by the Council— 


President Wheeler Says if Down- 
town Tolls Are Abandoned the Sub- 
seribers in the Suburbs Must Pay 
Bnough More to Make Up the Dif- 


“Chicago has grown too big. It is the 
fault of the city and not of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company. For $125 a year 4 man may 
expect to talk over the telephone to persons 
within 110 square miles of its territory, but 
miles he must pay tolls.” 

Officials of the telephone company made 
this argument yesterday before the telephone 
rate investigating committee of the city 
council, but were unable to persuade the 
aldermen, who are prepared to make the 
following demands of the company: 

That tolls be abolished within the city limits 
on telephones which are paying the full rate to 


"That 40 cent slot machines be supplanted by 5 
rent machines. 
Other Rates May Be Increased. 
aking the first demand the aldermen 
am that hile relieving one portion of the 
telephone subscribers they may be putting, 
additional burdens on another clase. The 
subsefiber who pays $1.50 a month for his 
local telephone and 10 cents toll whenever he 
uses any other exchange may have his rates 
raised if the council makes it possible for a 
subscriber to up this local 
exchange without paying 

“T suppose if we had you abolish tolls on 
downtown telephones you would jump on 
the people out in Rogers Park, Austin, South 
Chicago. Englewood, and such places, said 
Aid. Dunn. 

“Not unless we had to,” said President 
Wheeler. “ We might be compelled to raise 
the local rates. But we don’t intend to jump 
on any one.”’ 

“ Well, don’t you think that it is an injus- 
tice to charge tolle on a man who is paying a 
high rate simply because he wants to tele- 

hone to a district which is paying a low 

rate?” asked Ald. Dunn. 

“Wo.” said Mr. Wheeler. “ That man is 
paying $125 a year for service within a cer- 
tain large portion of Chicago. The local 
rate man is paying $18 a year for service 
within a gréatly restricted area. If they 
wan to talk to each other they have to pay.” 

“But it’s all Chicago,” urged the alder- 


man.

“If you do,” declared General Manager 
Hibbard, “ you will find that business at the 
other end of town will cease.

There will 
be an understanding by which the person at 
this end will call up the person in South Chi- 
cago. Business houses will get their orders 
that way.” 

As a further argument the officials declared 
‘the abolition of tolis would mean the ruin of 
many small dealers in the outlying parts of 


the city. 

“With the abolition of telephone tolls the 
large firms will cut in and take all the busi- 
ness away.” it was urged. 


Alderman Speaks for Tolls. 


Ald. Hunter of the Thirty-fifth ward, Aus- 
tin, who is not a member of the committee, 
supported the telephone company and as- 
serted that the subscribers who got the iow 
local rate did not want the toll system 
abolished. 

“They want their low local rate,’”’ he said. 
“Tf you abolish this toll charge you wil! de- 
prive them of it.” 

With regard to 10 cent slot machines, the. 
officials said they would be willing to have all 
supplanted by 5 cent machines. 

“That is a matter for the proprietors of 
the hotels and the railroad companies,” said 
Mr. Wheeler. “ We get nothing out of it. 
They charge the extra amount. and they 
don’t want to put in 5 cent machines.”’
